Columbus, O., Thronged with a 


Quarter of a Million 


Stransrers, 


One-Hall of Wliom Are Granil Army 


Veterans of tlie Late 


War. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 11.—Bright shonl 


the sun this morniatr, nud a cloudless sky 
looked down nil dny upon the Grand 
Army Encampment. Still it wns not 
warm. No better Jay for the grand pa- 
rade could have been desired. At an 
early hour the delegations and posts as- 
signed to places near the head of the 
column besau moving toward the places 
of formation; but it was eleven o'clock 
before the column moved. An hour's 
march brought it to the reviewing stand, 
past which a continuous line of Grand 
Army men in platoons in close colnmn 
marched for five hours. The number of 
men participating is variously estimated, 
but by the best authorities could not have 
been less than seventy-five thousand. On 
the reviewing stand were, besides Com- 
mandor-in-Chief Rea and staff and Past 
Commander Fairchilcl, General W. T. 
Sherman, Ex-President Hayes, Ex-Sen- 
ator Thurmau, Itrs. Logan, Mrs. Garfleld 
and son, Governor Foraker and State and 
Federal officials. 


Mrs. 
Logan remained upon the review- 


ing stand during all the five hours, and 
was apparently much interested in the 
veterans who showed her distinguished 
attention. 


The Illinois men wore particularly en- 


thusiastic in honoring her, cheer after 
cheer going up from them as they passed, 
to all of which she responded with re- 
peated bows and smiles. 


General Sherman wag tho object of 


much attention from the veterans, many 
of whom, no doubt, saw him for the first 
time since the war. Many left the ranks 
to reach up and grasp his hand. He also 
remained on tho stand all the time the 
army was passing, most of the time 
standing. 
T.ae chaers for him and the 


salutes he acknowledged with a quick, 
nervous jerk of tho lioad characteristic of 
him, his eye-j never leaving the marching 
line which he seemed to scrutinize care- 
fully, his face wearing i!s imperturbably 
stolid expression. 


Governor Foraker was cheered much by 


the Ohio men in line. In turn he cheered 
those posts which presented excelent ap- 
pearances, and was ]inrticularly demon- 
strative 
when the 
Mniue delegation 


passed, and the cheering for "Maine" got 
mixed up with th.-it for "Blame." Ropes 
were stretched alum, the streets to keep 
the crowds bock on tho sidewalk and al- 
low the procession to inarch without im- 
pediment.
